General Assembly 





Unity Prevailed — All Departments Bring Forth 


E. C. Clark 


The 23d Annual Assembly of the 
Churches of God which convened in 
the City of Cleveland, Tenn. Oct. 22- 
28 inclusive, was one of the greatest 
affairs we have ever witnessed. In- 
deed it was by far the greatest and 
best Assembly we have ever had. It 
seems unreasonable to believe that 
with the general financial depression 
on hand everywhere that there was 
an attendance above usual; however, 
God, who has planned for His own 
Church is able to make all grace 
abound. 


It was indeed marvelous to see so 
many new delegates present, and not 
only so but joyous and blessed to see 
God’s faithful children in such bless- 
ed heavenly fellowship. Somebody 
told me that somebody told them they 
didn’t enjoy it. Well they were surely 
spiritually sick, if I could not enjoy 
such blessed and holy presence 
of God as was there manifested I 
would certainly repent of my sins and 
get right with God so I could enjoy 
His love and presence. 

Unity Among Ministers 

There was a deep and abounding 
unity among the ministers. It was of- 
ten remarked that there was a greater 
unity among the ministers than had 
ever been manifested before. And it 
was often heard to be said that “I 
have seen more in the Church of God 
than ever before.” God is certainly 
working among the ministers in the 
Church of God, and not only so but 
He is deepening the spiritual fervor 
of all His saints. 

Work Growing Iin General 

While the General Secretary’s re- 
port did not show any special gains 
in regard to new churches, yet it cer- 
tainly did show that after the setting 
aside of all the delinquent churches 
that had been carried for some years 
for various reasons, that we had 
made sufficient gains to cover this 
loss, so that the actual membership 
was not affected to any great extent 
by such losses from the setting aside 
of the churches that had been report- 
ed delinquent and therefore ordered 
disbanded last year. 

The Publishing House 

We were made gzad when Brother 
S. W. Latimer, Editor and Publisher 
for the past year gave in his report, 
which was by far in excess of pre- 
vious reports. The publication of the 
various classes of iiterature and books 
was far in excess of last year. And 
the income from such publications 
sand sales had made substantial pay- 
ments on the outstanding indebted- 
ness, bringing to us the hope of long- 
looked for and anticipated joys. It 
now looks, with the big slash of the 
indebtedness that was removed the 
past year, that another year or two 
will land us out of the quagmire of 
indebtedness; thereby giving to us 
the freedom to launch out into new 
enterprises for God. 

The Council of The 12 and 70 

The past decision of the council of 
the twelve and seventy elders had the 
usual large volume of subjects to go 
over together, before such bills for 
ratification by the General Assembly 
could be presented. And I was cer- 
tainly surprised at the readiness and 
willingness and genuineness and sub- 
missive spirit of the brethren. 

It could have been expected that 
with a new acting General Overseer 
that there would have been at least 
some despondency among the coun- 
sellors, but such was not the case, it 
seemed as if Brother Latimer was 
perfectly assimilated to the office of 
General Overseer, so much so that 
with readiness and fairness and yet 
strictness of ability he was ably 
presiding before we really knew it. 
And let me here say further that by 
way of his efficient manner in hand- 
ling the position into which he has 
automatically fallen by order of the 
General Assembly, Brother Latimer 
was not only made Genéral Overseer 
by appointment of the General As-

Heretofore applicants 
sent their questionaries to Headquar- 
ters first, but now they should send 
them to the State Overseer who ex- 
amines them first and after they have 
passed examination before the state 
board they recommend to Headquar- 
ters that their papers be issued.

Sunday School tithes should be sent 
to district Sunday School treasurers. 


The Assembly adopted the report 
of the Sunday School committee 
which recommended that each state 
have a state and district Sunday 


School convention, and that instead 
of sending Sunday School tithe money 
to Headquarters, it should be sent to 
the district Sunday School treasurer 
to be expended for literature for new 
schools in each district. 





Notice to mission treasurers and 


treasurers of local churches: 


The following mission report was 
adopted by the General Assembly. 
First that the present plan of raising 
mission money be retained with the 
following amendment. That the pas- 
tor of each local church be required 
to raise their quota or amount equal 
to 5 per ‘cent of the tithes paid into 
the treasurer of the local church of 
which he is pastor. 

And in the event he shall fail to 
raise this amount that the treasurer 
of said local church be authorized to 
deduct from the tithes enough to 
make up the difference. That all mis- 
sion receipts be reported in the Evan- 
gel quarterly, and that a report of 
disbursements be made at the As- 
sembly. 

NOTE.—By this it is understood 
that each state have 2. mission treas- 
urer as heretofore, and that the por- 
tion belonging to the state treasurer 
be sent to him as heretofore.

Brother Lee was the son of respect- 
able, and real Christian parents. His 
father was a real student of the Word, 
and like a godly father, instructed 
his children in the ways of the Lord. 


our precious brother had for the Word 
of God. 


He was a man possessed with intel- 
lectual faculties amply developed; all 
his features were expressive of intel- 
ligence and love, and his character 
and reverence commanded at once the 
confidence of all who knew him. The 
uprightness of his deportment was ac- 
knowledged by all his neighbors, and 
those of other denominations differ- 
ing from him in creed always accord- 
ed to him the reputation of being an 
humble man of God. Modesty and hu- 
mility were among his most promi- 
nent qualities and a high degree of 
respect for others characterized his 
conversation. He was always careful 
to walk before others in a way that 
the Cause of Christ suffer no reproach 
thru his imprudence. 

It is said by those who knew him 
from childhood days that in his early 
life he was impressed with a deep 
sense of the Majesty of God, and a 
constant fear of offending Him, he 
manifested great tenderness of con- 
se'ence. It seems that from the time 
of his birth, God has had His hand 
upon him, and after he was soundly 
converted to God, took great delight 
in the study of the Word of God. His 
reverential awe of God and his: deep 


abundant reason to believe that he 
was called of God for the service of 
the Church. 

As a servant of the Lord and min- 
ister of the Gospel, he was unequal- 
ed. He certainiy possessed a high de- 
gree of piety, modesty and humility. 
Never was he known to put himself 
forward in anything; in honor he 
preferred “his brethren,” and was al- 
ways cautious in. his conversation 
about others. He would think deeply 
and would always know just 
much to say and say it in a way and 
manner of tone becoming to a man of 
God. Those who knew him. respected 
him as such. His neighbors, friends, 
and business men of this city knew 
that he haa pure religion and could 
be depended on. We say, with others, 
that as a Scriptorian, he was unex- 


was above all. One will be easily con- 
vinced of this fact by looking over 
the large number of Bibles found in 
his home and office in the Publish- 
ing House. He appeared to-enjoy an 
uninterrupted joy with the world 
above thru the study of the Word. 
Brother Lee was a great lover of 
deep spiritual books. He seized and 
devoured the contents of every inter- 
esting volume that fell in his way, 
though he, however, never resorted 
to reading just for mere passtime,

Another great feature of this man 
was “prayer,” it was his daily bread. 
He considered himself entitled, thru 
Christ, to all the blessings of the 
Gospel, and would “come boldly to the 
throne of grace in time of need.” 

The care of all the churches, and 
feeling the great responsibilities rest- 
ing upon him, as the highest official 
in the Church of God, would always 
drive him to his closet for prayer. 
» Many perplexing letters would come 
to his desk, but after meditation and 
prayer he would always be able to 


give the advice needed. He would 
never undertake a new enterprise 
without first talking to the Lord 


about it. Like all other great men, he 
would ask counsel from the Great 
Counsellor, 


Despite the various teachings 
among the Spirit-filled people, he al- 
ways stood unflinchingly for the doc- 
trine of heart-cleansing for the erad- 
ication of the carnal mind and the 
trinity in the Godhead. In short, he 
stood firmly for the Church of God 
and all of Her teachings. 

Speaking of our departed brother 
as a man, he was possessed of every 
virtue and every accomplishment 
which adorns and dignifies human 
nature, Speaking of him as a_ minis- 
ter of the Gospel and the highest of- 
ficer in the Church of God, it will be 
difficult to give every church member

a just idea of this pious character. 
His deep instructions of the  Scrip- 
tures, his humble walk, his never- 
ceasing labors to discharge the im- 
portant duties of our beloved general 
overseer, together with other duties 
discharged by him will never be for- 
gotten by the Twelve Counsellors, 
State Overseers, Pastors and _lay- 
imembers in the Church of God. Anx- 
ious to the last days of his life on 
carth, he assisted all he could to ad- 
vance the Cause of the Church of God 
sv dear to his heart. 

The latter part of August of this 
year our brother made a trip West, 
io attend a camp meeting and on his 
way home, stopping with the saints 
in Oklahoma he preached his last ser- 
mon. On arriving home he seemed to 
be worn down from much preaching. 


He, however, attended to the duties 
how 


of his office for a week or more, but 
on the 14th of September he visited 
the Publishing House for the last 
time. He came to be with us for pray- 
er at the usual hour, where he had 
spent so many mornings praying for 
the work in general and over hand- 
kerchiefs sent in by .the sick folks, 
he returned to his house (which is 
nearby), and did not make his ap- 
pearance any more in the Evangel 
Office. 

It seemed that he must have had 
a feeling that the time of his de 
parture was not far off, for just be- 
fore taking sick he made all prepara- 
tions for the Assembly, (which was 
not far off), such as making the pro- 
grams, selecting the different com- 
mittees ete. and would frequently 
come into the writer’s room after 
work hours and bring up the sub 
ject of the future abode of the saints, 
and that according to our suffering 
and toiling for Christ in this life, 
our reward would be in the life to 
come—this, we are satisfied he is 
now realizing.

On the morning of the 15th of 
Sept. his companion called us over 
the phone and asked that we come 
out and pray for Brother Lee (togeth- 
er with others), which we did, and 
from that morning on to the time his 
soul winged its way out to the sweet 
beyona the office force and others did 
not fail to pray for him daily. We al- 
so wrote letters requesting prayer for 
him, and God would always hear and 
give relief, but the God who made him 
a blessing to many others, for whom 
he prayed, wanted him in the Glory- 
World. 

During his illness he was patient, 
showing a great degree of submission 
to the will of God. “My only desire 
to get well,” he said, “Is to serve the 
Church and help advance the Cause 
I love so well.”
